Observers who keep their fingers on the pulse of German politics are 
freely predicting that the next few months may bring a remarkable 
change in the government of the country. 
They are saying that the 


! possibility of Germany accepting a dictator is not so remote as is sup- 


posed by outsiders, and the name most often whispered in connection 
with such a prospect is that of Adolf Hitler, the leader of the National 
Socialist Party, corresponding- to the Italian Fascisti. 
Hitler, though 


one of the most formidable figures in Der Vaterland, remains very 
much of a mystery. It is known that he was born in the little town of 
Braunau on the Austro-German border, the son of a customs official, 
and that he was put to work as a painter and decorator after receiv- 
ing a common school education. 
He.joined the German Army as a 


^private during the World • War- and cci^equently lost his Austrian 
citizenship. 
On applying for naturalization as a German citizen, his 


request was refused; so Hitler is actually a man without a country. In 
1923 he was sentenced to five years' imprisonment for high treason, 
for his part in General. Ludendorff's attempted coup d'etat at Munich, 
but was released after serving one year. . Since that time Hitler has 
built up'his Nazis unti^ today his party is the second largest in the 
country. .With the reips-V^f government"slipping from the senile grasp 
of President von Hindeiiburg^ Hitler is content to sit like a cat outside
